HE St. Louis Globe Democrat, the most malignant 


Republican paper in the country has appointed it- 


s°lf official headsman for all of the Democratic candidates 
for president.

Bismarck was older than Olney long be- 
fore he beheld the completion of his life's work, the unifi- 
cation of the German people. But we don't have to cross 
the seas to find older men than Olney performing piodi- 
gies of mental and physical labor. Until near ninety, John 
Marshall, Chief Justice of the United States, discharged 
with signal ability every duty pertaining to his high office. 
In 1856 Thomas H Benton at the age of 74, made his fa- 
mous race for governor of Missouri, canvassing the State 
from end to end. Right here in the State of Nevada may 
be cited the case of Hon. Thomas P. IIa\vley, who at the 
age of seventy- tour or five petfoims his duties as United 
Sfates District Judge with as much ability and' expedition 
ns he displayed a quarter of a centuty ago, when he was 
recognized as the equal if not the superior of any judge 
that ever occupied a seat on the Supreme Bench of the 
State. 
Can anyone suggest the name of any lawyer of 


whatever age in the State who could improve tipon JudgeX 
Hawley's record since he passed the psalmists limit? Joe 
Douglas of Virginia City, at four score and two or three 
is as keen and intelligent a business man as he was forty 
years ago and if anyone doubts our word let him try to 
get the best of Uncle Joe in a business deal. He handles 
his millions now as easily and profitably, proportionately, 
ns he did his few thousands in old "Hangtown" in the fif- 
ties. 
"We could cite plenty of other cases but the above 


will suffice to show 'that the Globe Democrat's reason for 
decapitating Mr. Olney is not grounded in wisdom or on 
human experience.

ROM time to time there are indications of the coming 


break in the much vaunted prosperity, potents of 


warning which show the "stand-patters" that there is 
trouble ahead for them if they stick to that policy. Banks 
fire falling, values are falling, stocks are declining, the 
greatest trust in the world, the steel trust cannot keep up 
the price of its shares, railroads are laying off all the men 
they can spare, and there is a general disposition to pre- 
pare for trouble. Theie will be no reversal of present con- 
ditions unless capital takes alarm. 
When it does and 


credit is contracted, the whole 'industrial system of tho 
country will be afflicted. Capital has not yet taken alarm. 
It has done nothing more than show a feeling of timidity, 
but there is a spirit of distiust which cannot be concealed. 


Every period of prosperity .is followed by a period of 


decline, more or less severe. Capital when confident goes 
ahead and farther than actual conditions warrant and then 
comes the inevitable reaction. 
So there must be reaction 


after the period of prosperity the country has enjoyed. The 
Republican administration has claimed crecMt, it must take 
the responsibility for adversity when it comes. The pro- 
verbial and remarkable luck of Republicans may keep 
prosperity till after the next election. That alone can sa^e 
It and it .is doubtful if that can if the Democrats act wise- 
ly.

BEE CULTURE IN 


STft 


A Prominent Apiarist of 
Lyon 


County Tells of the Industry 


and Suggests a State Organi- 
1 


zation of Bee Keepers 


J. D. Flory of Terington came in 


Tuesday, representing the Lyon Coun- 
ty Beekeepers association, and is en- 
route to the east looking for a market 
for their product of this year which 
amounts to about 80,000 pounds, two- 
thirds of which is comb honey, the 
balance being extracted honey. 


Mr. Flory is individually the largest 


apiarist in the state, having in the 
neighborhood of 600 hives, and came 
to Nevada two seasons ago from Cali- 
fornia to produce better honey than 
could be done there. Mr. Flory found 
the conditions in Mason valley far su- 
perior to that of any section of Cali- 
fornia he had visited, it being impos- 
sible to produce a high grade of comb 
honey in Central Califoi-nla. 


Mr. Flory is a, strong advocate of a 


strong 
beekeepeers' association with 


headquarters in Reiio, contending that 
such an organization would concen- 
trate the buying of supplies and 
the 


marketing of the product through one 
organization, and for the mutual busi- 
ness benefit of both buyer and seller. 
As it is the business is handicapped 
by the difficulty in securing a market 
for what is unquestionably the finest 
honey in the United States. 
Again, 


such an association could have enact- 
ed laws for the eradication of diseases 
which now exist in nearly every api- 
ary in the state, and largely increase 
the production while 
protecting the 


members. 


The Lyon County Association re- 


cently sent an exhibit 
to the 
Reno 


Chamber of Commerce, where It has 
attracted the attention of many east- 
ern visitors and has resulted in nu- 
merous inquiries for Nevada honey.
